London, March 2.—Professor Stirling, in 
his lecture on eyes at thé Roval institu- 
tlon yesterday, gave some insiruction in 
the art of winking. ‘It requires a verita- 
ble education to wink,.’’ he remarked, “‘al- 
though ‘blinking’ very simple.”’ 

He told the audience many strange 
things about their eves. The eyelasnes, 
for instance, contain from 100 to 150 hairs 
on the upper and 80 to 90 on the lower 
lid; these hairs are replaced about every 
100 days. ‘Rub your fingers outwards 
along your eyebrows,’ he advised, ‘‘and 
you will experience a most pleasant sen- 
sation; rub in the opposite direction and 
you will have a revelation of the ex- 
quisite sensitiveness of your eyes.”
